October 30th, 1914 in the Canadian 
Veterinary Corps. He received. var- 
ious rapid promotions, becoming a 
Sergeant i in 5. months, crossing to 
France in April 1915. He served as 
N.C.O. in charge of the Surgical 
Ward-in the veterinary base hospi- 
talat Havre for 8 
which he went to the Mobile Veter- 
inary section at the battle lines 
serving in that unit until May 1916. 
He then obtained his transfer to the 
Field Artillery in order to get into 
closer touch with ‘‘Fritz’’ as he 
‘calls him, joining the 8th battery of 
the lst Division as a gunner.

Q. Whav is the VICTORY LOAN? 

A. It is loan of money by the people 
of Canada to their Government. 

Q..By whom is the loan authorizedé 

A. The Loan is authorized undcr 
Act of the Parliament of Canada. 

Q. Why does the Government bor- 
row money? 

A..To pay-all extraordinary military 
expenditures. To create a credit in 
Canada by which England can pur- 
chase food and munitions. Unless this 
credit is established, England would 
be compelled to buy in the United 
States where credit would be estab- 
lished. 

Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of 
‘our Government from taxes sufficient 
to do this? 

A. The eAnitatstration of the coun- 
try’s affairs is being carried on as 
before the war and at the same ex- 
pense. Increased taxation meets a 
portion only of the cost of the war. 

Q. Extraordinary conditions require 
extraordinary expenditures and  ne- 
cessitates borrowing to cover same. 

Q. How: is. the Government going to 


raise this large amount of money? 
A. By borrowing from the people. 
Q. What is a Government Bond? 
‘A. It is the direct and unconditional 
promise of the Dominion of Canada to 


pay upon a certain date a specified |, 


sum, of money, together with interest 
at a specific rate, payable at specific 
dates until the bond matures, or is 
called for redemption. 

Q..What are the requisites of a 
Bond? ‘ 

A. ist, its ‘safety.

Q. Has our country sold War Bonds 
ere and if so, how much and when? 
A. $100,000,000.00 in December. 
$100,000,000.00 in October, 1916. 

$150,000,000.00 in March, 1917. 

Q. Has Canada issued bonds before, 
and if so, has it ever failed to pay all 
its. bonds when they became dueé 

A. Canada has borrowed money on 
bond issues ever since Confederation 
was effected, and has always paid the 
bonds when due. 

Q. Could anything happen that 
would make it impossible to pay the 
bonds? 

A. Nothing could happen unless 
Germany wins the war. Their victory 
would cause you to lose your bond and 
1| Probably all your other perongmes, Ti t 
cluding your farm and property. But 
this is a VICTORY LOAN to prevent 
the Germans having any. say in the 
matter. 

Q. Can the Government make me 
buy .a bond? 

A. No, but in a Victory Loan every- 
body should be only too willing. As 


a patriotic citizen you will no doubt do 
your duty. 

Q. | have bought bonds and ateke 
before from people I did not know, 
and the results have not been satis- 
factory.

A. The salesman does not ask you 
to give him money. Any cheque made 
out in payment is to be made in favor 
of “Credit Minister of Finance.”

Q. Why should not the Insuranc 
and Mortgage Companies be made to 
lend money to the Government? 

A. They are voluntarily subscrib- 
ing all they can spare out of the 
ordinary channels of their business 
and still maintain their usefulness in 
the community. To call in loans al- 
ready made to Municipalities, business 
men and farmers for the purpose of 
buying Government Bonds would ser- 
fously embarrass the whole country, 
and Would not add to the total supply 
of money.

Q. What percentage will the Bank 
lend me? 

A. From 80 per cent. to 90 per cent. 
of their par value, or $80 to $90 on 
each $100 bond. 

Q. When will the interest be paid 
and how? 

A. Interest will be paid every six 
months, and you can have it pafd in 
coupons or cheque just as you prefer. 

Q. Will it cost anything to collect 
my interest? 

A. No. 

Q. How do I collect? 

A. There are two methods, with the 
coupon bond you merely cut off the 
coupon every six months. These cou- 
pons are payable to’ bearer and will 
be cashed at any chartered bank. If 

the bonds aregregistered your interest 
is sent at the expiration of every six 
months by Ottawa.
